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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendnnents to independent claims 1 and 19 introduce new limitations that require a further 
search and consideration to determine patentability. With regard to applicant's arguments that combining the Tulett and Navllle 
references would render the Tulett reference unsatisfactory for its intending purposes are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Tulett 
teaches away from using a wireless communication system as taught by Naville in place of the wired digital communication lines. 
Applicant states that Tulett uses the digital lines to reduce crosstalk, signal leakage, and the potential for an Inadvertant gun firing. 
Applicant states that using a wireless system would introduce more crosstalk and signal leakage into the system. This is not persuasive 
as the system of Tulett including communication between the in sea source contoller and the processor would work with wireless 
communication. The system of Tulett would carry out its purpose in marine seismic surveying, including firing the In-sea source, with a 
wireless communication system. Applicant's arguments that Tulett does not teach a placement system on a buoy are not persuasive as 
Tulett discloses a placement system on the buoy for positoning the buoy. Applicant does not claim the specifics of the placement 
system, and broadly interpreted any attachment to the buoy that helps to position the buoy reads on a placement system. Therefore, the 
Tulett reference meets this limitation as stated in the prior Office Action.. 
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
